THUS ABANDONING PORT ARTHUR. 



Town is Practically Besiesred and May 
Be Compelled to Barrender With 
ito Men aril HatdptaL 



While the Reduction of Vladivostok 
end Pert Arthur Occupies the Jep* 
enese, Russlens Will Coneeiv 
trate Forces at Harbin. 

Paris, Feb. 19. — 'An eminent military 
leuthority eonneeted with one of the 
jembtsslea Bain Tbursday tbat Port Ar- 
thur was pracUcelly besieged and it 
■was a serious question whether this 
,would not compel either the abandon- 
ment or the surrender of the fortress 
(Witb Ite men and material. Tbe ground 
tar tbie belief wee itated to be aa fol- 
jlolrs: 

"Adm. Togo's ships, on the watch at 
the entrance of the port, prevents In- 
gress or egress, thus establishing a vir- 
tuit bloclcade and cutting off the 
clMDcee of relief seaward. Tbe Jap- 
anese troopa near New Ctawang and 
other points on the IJao-Tung penin- 
sula are able to interrupt tlio railroad 
forming the line of communication and 
sapplies between Port Arthur and 
' Harbin. The result is the gradual In- 
vesture of Port Arthur within the Jap- 
anese military and naval lines. It will 
require a bold action on the part of 
the Russian forces to prevent the final 
accomplishment of the Investure and 
slow reduction of Port Arthur." 

London, Feb. 19.— Little far eeatem 

rows appears In the FMday 
mornlnu: with the exception of offlcial 
dispatches, and the comment is made 
that the offlcial reports of Viceroy 
Alexieff and others are remarkable 
mostly for what they leave unaaid. 
These reports attract far lees attention 
than does the significantly frank Rus- 
sian prdclamallon asl<inK the people to 
be patient until the army is ready to 
atrike blows worthy of the dignity and 
\^ight of Raaala. The threats Is this 
document are commented upon by the 
British press in tones of considerable 
^ Irony. 

It is now believed both in lyondon 
and on the continent that Viceroy 
Alexieff has decided to fall back upon 
IIar)[>ln, practically abandoning Port 
Artttur, Vladivoetok and the whole of 
Southern Manchuria to the Japanese, 
and that he Is perhaps hoping that the 
reduction of Port Arthur and Vladi- 
vostok will occupy the enemy while 
he is concentrating his forces at Har- 
bin. 

England Preparing For Emergenelee. 

The papers Friday morning com- 
ment upon tlio activity wlilch is seen 
at Woolwich and elsewhere in refitting 
ithe navy in preparation for any emer- 
gMicy. ll la admitted that the menu* 
fhcturers of fixed ammunition have 
been working night shifts since Christ- 
mas, and that all the .surplus obsolete 
war material on vessels at homo and 
abroad is being replaced a.s rapidly as 
possible. Especial Interest attaches 
to the equipment of 60 battleahipa with 
ihe new 12-inch wire steel guns. 460 of 
which were ordered by the admiralty 
four years ago at an expense of $22,- 
600,000. These are said to be the most 
modern and most powerful guns in ex- 
istence In any navy and they are ca- 
pable of throwing an aimed shot ac- 
curately a distance of 16.000 yards. 

Similar reports of military activity 
.are received from other countries. Foi 
instance, Spain is preparing for possi 
bilities. The Spanish minister of war 
infon^ed a aef#i|W^r omu tbursday 
that he waa nuMllzlng aU the mllltla 
forces et hie disposal and said: 
Spain Preparing For Eventualities. 

"Although the RussoJapanese dis- 
pute does not coDoem us, we must be 
prepared for all eventualities. Patri- 
otism, however, demanda that we keep 
silent regardiag tlM pi^tg apala most 
fortify."

Panama canal question arraln Thurs- 
day was the uppermost topic in tho 
senate, and Mr. Spooner spf/Ue on that 
subject during the greater portion of 
the day's session. Early in the day 
^r. Tillman moved to reconsider tbe 
tie vote of last Monday by which the 
bill to grant $160,000 to former Queen 
Liliuokalani was defeated, but fur- 
ther consideration of the matter was 
not pressed at the time.

Falljr 5U,UU0 People Passed tbe Flow- 
er*CoTered Cnsket and Took a Last 
Look Upon His Featores. 



Thogsanda atood For Hours In a Dou- 
ble Line airetchinf For Mere Than 

Five Squares Waiting Oppor* 
tunity to Pass In. 

Cleveland, O., Feb. 19.— This city 
has truly been one of mourning Thurs- 
day. The mortal remains of Senator 
Marcus A. Hanna now lie in state upon 
a shrouded catafalque in the auditori- 
um of the chamber of commerce, 
where they were taken immediately 
upon their arrival here from Washing' 
ton Thursday. 

Surrounded by a veritable garden ot 
flowers and guarded by a detail of sol- 
diers from the state mllltla, the city of 
Cleveland now claims its own distin- 
guished dead. During Thursday after- 
noon, from 1:30 to 9:50 o'clock Thurs 
day night, fully 50,000 people passed 
the flower covered casket and took a 
last look upon the features of the dead 
statesman. 

Witb the snow blowing into their 
faces and e cold wind chilling them 
fhrouph and through, thousands of 
people stood for hours in a double line 
streichins for more than five squares, 
waiting for an opportunity to pass into 
the building where lay tbe remains, 
and when at 9:30 o'clock tbe doors 
were closed for the night, there were 
still several thousand who bad waited 
j)ationtly but were compelled to re- 
turn home disappointed. 

Arrival of the Funeral Train. 

The funeral train bearing the body 
of the dead senator and the mcmliers 
of his family arrived in Clovt laml dur- 
ing n drivtag storm. 

A large crowd was assembled about 
the station, notwithstanding the fact 
that the traJn arrived^more than a half 
hour earlier than ha^ been expected. 
Th(> iieor)lt> stood patiently and com- 
plained not of the cold and gave tho 
police little trouble. The depot 
grounds were surrounded by a triple 
cordon of police and none save those 
entitled to be there were allowed to 
enter either the grounds or the depot. 

At Salem, members of Cnv. Mer- 
rick's staff joined the funeral i)arty, of 
which the governor had he( n a rieni- 
ber from Washington. When tbe mem- 
bers of bis staif had Joined him at Sa- 
lem, neer .the state line, Oov. Herrick, 
in the name of the commonwealth, ex- 
tendiHl to the bereaved family the con- 
dolences of all Ohio. The place where 
this sad rite was performed seemed 
indeed a fitting one, for it was at Lis- 
bon, in Columbiana covnty. near Sa- 
lem, that the senator waa born. There 
he began his career. 

When tho train came to a stop the 
first to leave it was Oov. Herrick. fol- 
lowed by his staff. The chamber of 
commerce committee was soon fol- 
lowed by the members of the funeral 
party. The family and immediate 
friends who occupied the private car 
v/ere the last to leave the train. 



president McKlnley. A whole carload 
of offerings from Washington officials 
and friends accompanied the funeral 
train. T*bey Indnde a beautiful wreath 
from President Rooeevelt Two great 
tables in the eastern extremity of the 
hall are piled high with (ostly tributes 
and both the platform and tbe stage 
are bowers of iioral beauty. Conspic- 
uous among the local offerings is an 
immense fac atmile of the Perry-Payne 
building, all In flowers, presented by 
the shipping Interests Of the building, 
in which the senator had his offlces. 

A Rreat wreath, fully five feet in 
diameter, presented by the ofTlee em 
ployes of the M. A. Hanna Co., is also 
an imposing piece, while a large letter, 
likewise constructed of flowers, ad- 
dressed to "M. A. Hanna," and bear- 
ing the postmark, "Washington, D. C, 
6.40 p m., February 15, 1904," occu 
pies a prominent place on the plat- 
form, back of the bier. This is the 
oOering at tbe poetal clerks of Cleve- 
land. A gigantic O. A. R. badge built 
principally of carnations was sent by 
Memorial Poet No. 141.

A Tribute Prom tbe Union Nnlionai 

Of the entire collection one of the 
most strikingly beautiful was a broken 
floral column, a tribute from tbe Union 
national banlc, of this city, of which 
Senator Hanna was president. This 
piece stands six feet high and is built 
entirely of pink carnations, with a 
base of ferns and vines. It is placed 
immediately at the bead of the cas 
ket, Hundreda of smaller pieees have 
been received from clubs and indi- 
viduals both in Cleveland and from 
abroad. 

The Senator Hanna seen by the 
thousands who filed past the bier was 
far different from tbe Senator Hanna 
familiar to Cievelasders In life. The 

face was thin and drawn, bearing plain 
tcstimopy to tho sufferint; that he iiad 
undergone. Tho hands, crossed upon 
the chest and visible through the cas- 
ket front, were thin to emaciation. 

At f»;30 o'clock Thursday night Me- 
morial Post. Cr. A. R.. of which Sena- 
tor Hanna was a member, inarched to 
I the chamber of commert e in a body, 
and In the presence of their dead com 
rade. conducted tbe ritualistic funeral 
service of their organlcatlon. After 
this service tho ball was closed, mem- 
bers of Troop A remaining to guard 
the body (liirlntj tho night. 

A Short Eulogistic Addreee. 

Upon the request of many friends 
of the TIanna family Bishop Leonard 
will deliver a short eulogistic address 
at the conclusion (^f the regular serv 
■Ices Friday, up<in the life of the dead 
statesman. Bishop. I.wnnrd will be as 
sisted in the services by Rev. William 
M. Pierce, president of Kenyon col- 
lege, at Oambier, O.: Rev. Dr. Mc 
Grew, of St. raul's. aJid Rev. A. H 
Jones, of St. .John's church, this city 
of which Mr. Hanna was a vestryman 

At the close ot the services at the 
cburch tbe body will be conveyed to 
Lakevlew cemetery and after a briet 
burial service in Wade mortuary chap 
el will be placed temporarily in tbe 
Wade vault. It not havinsr been deciil 
ed where the body shall finally b« 
burled.

Men stood 
with bared heeds ip aa almost blind- 
ing snow storm while tbe procession 
passed and many eyes were filled with 
tears. A bugle announced the arrival 
of the procession at the chamber of 
commerce and slowly and solemnly 
the coffin was borne tlirough the ranks 
0^ soldiers and tenderly placed upon 
the bier. In the entrance to the hall 
the i>allbearor9, with their burden, 
took the U^ad Tbey were followed by 
the nienilieis of Gov. Merrick's staff, 
and taking up tbe rear, were tbe citi- 
sens committee at the chamber of com- 
m«ree and the excbenge. A moment 
later the top of tbe casket was remov- 
ed and the face of the dead senator 
exposed to the gaze of th^se friends 
who knew him best. 

Jj. C. Hanna, the brother of the sen- 
ator, was among the first to Idok upon 
tiM deed. Witb heed bared he stood 
tat fully two minutes gaatng stead- 
fastly upon tho calm features of his 
brother. As he finally turned away 
his form shook with emotion and his 
faco waa buried la ^is handkerchief.

Feb. 19.— Senate— The 
senate and hcjuse each passed an im- 
portant 1)111 Tluirsday. It Is a measure 
to enable an expired public utility 
franobiae to be sold again in such 
manner aa to give the owners ot the 
first n-year ftnaebise a chance to buy 
it, passed the senate after a lively de- 
bate of two hours. The bill only ap- 
plies to cities of the first class. Sen- 
ator Cox offered a bill to cure a defect 
iu the World's fair appropriation bill 
ao that the commissioners may have 
some of tbe money availtble to pay for 
work before the work is entirely com- 
pletetl. Senator Carroll's resolution 
providing for afternoon ses.'-ions of the 
senate beginninK next Wediiesday to 
consider bills in ilu order of the day 
«M pulopted. The bill to cren^ tbe 
Mfw county of Thome was re l^ r fed to 
the committee on rules. The bill as- 
signing Beckham county to the vari- 
ous districts which it bekings passed. 

House — The house passed what is 
known as the Berea college bill, which 
probibita tbe ednoatlon of wbitee and 
blacks in tbe same school. The vote 
was practically unanimous, which in- 
dicates that tho bill will doubtless pass 
the senate, and that means the ex- 
tinction of Berea college, which is tbe 
only school where the two races are 
educated togetber. Tbe bUl to pro* 
hibit ofllee holders from serving as 

committeemen for any political party 
was discussed by the hou.^e, and a test 
vote indicated it will pass. thouRh 
final action was cut off Thursday by 
adjournment.

The bill pendinK in the I.efrislature to 
prohibit the adulteration of farm and 
garden seeds is an important measure 
and should be passed. In preparing for 
bis crops nothing is of greater importance 
than para seed ; but bow often in it the 
case that the farmer gets scmethine he 
didn't bargain for, and an inferior ( rop 
is the result. 

The act now panding in the General 
Assembly is aimed especially at the 
adulteration of bluegrass seed. The 
growers of Kentucky blaoRrass sold their 
saad at 91M « bwhaf IM aaason, yet 
wholesale dealers in Central Kentucky 
have been sending out circulars over the 
country offering to aall tha para Kan> 
tucky bluegrass at $1 per bushel. Upon 
investigation by the experiment stations 
it has been discovered that tha blae- 
grass seed hae been adulterated with 
Canada graee seed, which in appearance 
is almost identical with bluegrass. The 
Canada grass is practically worthless for 
all purposes and is "not worth twenty- 
fiva cents when placed on the market 
under its correct name. Many foreign 
dealers ara shipping in seeds which are 
composed of aamnch ui the adulteration 
as tha real saad. Timothy and clover 
ara alao being similarly adaltarated. 
The bill now before the Legislature 
makes it a misdeuieanor for a merchant 
to place on sal»sucb seedrand the whole- 
saler must brand each package correctly 
before the same can be ottered for sale. 

If there is one thing tha Legislature 
should aim to do it is to protect the 
people from the "sharps" and disrepu- 
table traders who would enrich them- 
selves by palming off impure foods and 
adnltarat ^ fahn and garden a eada.
